We arebaptized notonely forthe remiffion of fins, but 
alſa into the. reſurreQion of the fleſh, 1 Cor. 15. from whence 1 
conceive the Greeks call baptiſme , dgSepoias irFvue , rhe clo- 
thing or putting on of 1immortality, and again we lay down our 
bodies inthe duſt, in the ſure and certain hope thereof, It was an 
ill reading of that Text , the wicked ſhall not ariſe in judgem:»t, 
Pſal.t.5. which ſtrained that glofie » not to judgement but to 
condemnation, the true reading is, theyſhell not ſt and in judgement, 
aCe 
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according tothe * Latinephraſe, they ſhall nor be acquitted, but 
fall when they are indged. For as Aquinas rightly argues ® that 
which is taken from the nature of the ſpecies, is alike found in 
every individuallof the ſame ſpecies : thereſurreion is ſich and 
therefore it belongs to eyery particular. Everyone muſt ariſe the 
molt wretched liver and the falle bcleeycr , but here is the difſc- 
rence, ® though all ariſe, yer the glory of the refurreRion 15 
onely promiſed unto the faithful. Which was that Saint Pl 
ſocarneÞly endeyouredafter, if [ may by any meaxes obtiinethe 
reſurreftion of the dead, Phil 2.1 I. that of the wicked not deicr- 
ving thertitle, being but an upſtanding to everlafiing death.- Here 
the body being rayſed by the power ot G o ». out of the duf}, 
meetsit ſoulagain , and are conjoyned cogecher, tothe righteous 
a joyfull meeting,one of them being happy in the other, and both 
of them ina full expeRtation of a never ending feliciry. Sad to the 
wicked foul, being tettcredagainto the body, like maletaGtors ac- 
ceſlories1n the ſame guilt, to receiye together a Juſt , but fearful! 
recompence of reward. 

3 Judgement isan a of juſticeterminated upon man, A ſen- 
tence given by G o Þ upon hisa&tions, There isa twofold Jjucg- 
ment afſigned by Diyines ; a Seſſion, and a grand Afſize ; a par- 
ticular anda genera!], For every man is to be confidered as he isa 
fogularperfon, in himſelf, and as hisfins have had influence into 
others. And as he is a member of mankind. 

1 As he isan individuall, and particular perſon, fo is he ad- 
judged by God preſently after his death , when he is doomed ac- 
cording to what he hath done in the body , although not fully, 
becauſe not in the body, but onely in the ſoule, thatonely ap- 
pearing , and havivg its ſentence , the body lying aſleepe in 
its duſt. 

2 Asheisapartofmankind, ſoheis called at thegreat and 
oenerallday, when there ſhall be a full funumons, and an univertall 
appearanceof all cheliving thatever were , and as generalla ten- 
rence,neither yet does God judgetwice for the fame ting , and 
infl-& aouble puniſhmentfor one fin , but that which before was 
not compleatly inflicted , then ſhall the «a8 be giyenupto be 
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rormented, and the 900d glorified in foule and body both , and 
thereſcems to be in this equity , tharthe body which hath been 
a fellow worker with theſoul, either of hol:neffe untolife, or un. 
righteouſneſſe unto death , ſhould have her part proportionable 
in the reward, by which generall judgement the rightcouſneſle of 
God ſhall beacquitred and yindicated from all ſander, not onely 
from the teſtimony of every guilcy conſcience, but allo by the 
elcere acknowledgement of cycry one ſummoned to appeare at 
tie barre 2 Kighteors O Go4art thou, and juſt arethy judgements, 
T he ſecrets of all hearts being then reycaled, and the full num.

whicharedrawn into practice, they leave behinde them'the me- 
mory of unrighteous deeds which multiply to poſterity , and ac- 
knowledge them their firſt and proper parent, Sothe yertuous 
i:ves of good men lead others by the hand unto holinefſe, and 
their faith isfiled for poſterny, Abraham 15 long fince in blifle, 
yet is his faith impreſſed 11 the hearts of his children who walke 
Tv1s I $601 Tils HigSba; Is the ſteps of the fanh of that holy Father, 
Rom.4.12. how will it addeto the crown of rejoycing as glory, 
of that bleſſed Saintto ſee ſo many trails after him in that treadof 
tuith andrighceouſnefſe which he hath befoxe trodden out ? how 
will it bliſce thoſe fajthfull diſpenſcrs ofthe word, and other holy 
men, who by their deyourt faith and religions praQtice, haye con- 
verted many unto righteouſneſſe, to appeare with thoſe they 
have brought to fight under Chrift his banner * might I rather 
in the rere1-ad up but one convert, then to march in the yan of all 
the worlds happinefle, or triumphant glory. TheSonof man be- 
ing mounted onthe throne of his Majeſty, then follows diſquifi- 
tion of ations. Heavears records (hall be brought forth, the books 
thall be opened the book of life , and accoraing to their works wrat-

As on the other fide nota wicked a- 
Rion, idle word, vile thought, but they are there recorded ljke- 
wiſe. Theſe things thou haſt dene and 1 kept ſilence, and theu 
thoughteſt I had beey ſuch in ove as thy ſelf, but I nll Yeprove 
thee, and ſet them inorder before thine eyes, P(al.50.21, Benow 
unſeen, ſees,and obſerves what afterwards openly he will provvc: : 
when he ſhall fit in r1ghteoulneſle to judge the world. When lice 
ſhall'come to try our a&tens, and accord ingly ſever the good and 
bad with his diſcriminating fan in his hang : parting the chaffc 
and ſoyle from thecleaner grains : where the good whear ſhall be 
layd up in Gods granery :-and the evill like the tares caſt into 
the fire.

2nd P!ety. Ih t we caxnot Concelye G O D hath revealed Hut ous 
by bes Spirit. 1 Cor.2.1o, But it 13 obſervable , where the Spirit 
hath revealed unto us theſe unconceivable things, condeſcending 
ro our underſtanding , tomoye us It hath ſer them forth under the 
notion of temporal] 2oous, which wee make great account cf. 
Which yet in our conceits thereof if wereſt, we are as far beneath 
ther, as carth is heaven. The Spirirſayth the righteous ſhall haye 
a Kingdom, and weareupon their heads acrown of righteotiſnes, 
they ſhall beclothed with long white robes of innocence, they 
(hallGt down with Abraham, Iſaac , and Jacob at his table in 
that Kingdom 2 which ſhall be richly furniſhed , rodo the will of 
Gor, { andourdelight in him (hallbe our meat : and he ſhall 
give us rodrink of the riversof his plealure, This kingdom ſhall 
bc theirs by a ſure inheritance, beirg coheirs with Chriſt thecter- 
nall Son of G o ». They ſhall enterintotheir maſtersjoy, where 
they ſhall bear a part in that heavenly quire, to ſing perpetuall 
hallelyjahs unto the Lambe that fatreth uponthethrone. Heaven 
(hallbetheirs , a treaſuryof riches , and all wealth zand to adde 
to theperf:Rtion of cheſe, of that kin2dom there ſhall beno end. 
Thecrown of glory ſhall bee immarceſſible , it ſhall not breed 
like Jozahs god , a worm to eatit ; ourgarment of immortali.. 
ty no moth ſhall fret it : choſe riches no canker ſhall deſtroy them;

underflanding, withcnt errour : reaſcn, without obſcurity : me- 
mory , without fBroerfulnefſe : where what cyer is deſirable isto 
be er:3-yed, and nothing ſhall be defired thatis not meet. Where 
G o Þ ſhall be ſeen withoutend , loyed beyond meaſtre, prayſed 
without weariſomneſſe,who in that he is the perfection of beirg, 
ſhallfat1sfie the underſtanding ; perteRtion of goodrefſe , ſhall1a- 
tisfie the will 2 and truly amiable, ſhallfillour aft« tions, Wee 
ſhall be amazed at his juſtice, admire his mercy, be rayiſhed with 
his eoodnefle. What (hall I adde more? The righteous ſhall 
fit at therighthand of Chriſt, they ſhall not orely enjoy G o Þ s$ 
preſence, but ſhall be ever happy in a gracicusunion, ard conſtant 
communion with the Godhead. * Boerixs rayles a high pitch : 
becauſe by the gaining of bleſfedneſſe wen are made bleed, and 
blefſedneſle is thedivinity it lelf , itis manifeſt men are blefled by 
obteining the divinity * and as by obteining of juſtice, men are 
wade jult : and by obteining of witdem , men are wiſe : {o (lays 
he) by obteining the divinity men are made gods: every bleficd 
man therefore isa G o D, whothough but one by nature, it hin- 
dersnot but that there may be many by participation. Go Þ pro- 
miſes himſelte indeed to Abraham an exceeding great reward, 
Gen-15.1. of whichthe Prophet Dawvialays hold, che LOKD 
z the portion of mine inkeritance , Pſal.16.5. heare Saint Jok#, 
We arenowthe ſons of G O D, but it doth not jet appear what wee 
ſhall be : but wee kyow when hee ſhall appeare , wee ſhall be like 
hm : for we (hall ſee him as he 15. 1 John 3.2. TneGghtot Go» 
which is the promiſe of a righteous man , makes hi» like even 
unto G Þ ÞD. Ican rayſe ry meditations no higher , I muſt here 
reſtz1dde, onely it I may rayle your afteQ10ns more to defirethe 
righteous mans end, by ſhewing you onthe contrary, the feartull, 
and miſerable end of the wicked ran. 
I AShedycsin Go » s dilplealure, ſois he depriycdo! his 
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olorious preſence for ever. The greatneſſe of this puniſhment is 
nottobeyalued, in that ſo great an evillis the privation of any 
g00d to be eſteemed , as is that good which it deprives us of : 
when as therefore the goodof which the damned are deprived is 
infinite , ſo muſt the puniſhment be : to becaſt out of Gons 
preſence, to be under his eternall enmity , ten thouſand hels is not 
{ich an evill; as to have omnipotency an irrechciled enemy, and 
he who is all Goodnefle. 

2 Heeis given over to the tyranny of the Devill: and juſt 
that who while helived here was ſubjeR, ſerved, and obeyed Sa. 
tan, When hee dyes ſhould be enſlaved to, and poſlefled of him, 
And with whom bya diſobedient will hee would partake infin, 
hee ſhould though unwilling , partake with him in the puniſh-. 
ment, and be tormented of him. 

2 Torture in hell fire, which burns, and yet conſumes nor, but 
the wicked are repaired to everlaſting flames 2 as the Poetsfabled » 
of Premetheus , * whole liyer the devouring Eagle eat inthe 
day, and what was then deyoured grew again inthe night: ſo in 
the midſt of thoſe confuming flames , Y the damned nature yiel('s 
fuell, and receives increaſe. If the finger in theflame (yea, but a 
little time) is not now to be endured ; how unſufferable-will it be, 
body and ſoul to beſcorched in hell flames eternally ? 

The puniſhment in all his ſenſes : not onely his feeling with 
ſmarc,but hisfght ſhall be grieved with moſt horrid appartions, 
his hearing terrified with bitter out-cryes, and gnaſhing of teeth, 
his ſmelling offended with intollerable ſtench his taſte tormented 
with hunger and thirſt, and infeſted with a more bitter humour 
then gall or wormwood. 

5 A collection of griefs, and all miſcries ſhall low in upon 
him : 7 will heap miſchiefs ups them , I will fend mime arrows 
pon them, Deat.32.23. not one, ora ſecond, or ſome few , but a 
heap of miſchiefs ſhall fall upon the wicked : and G o Þ ſetting 
him up as a burr, will even empty the quiyer of the arrows of: his 
fury upon them. Greatneſle of grief may now take away the 
ſenſe of grief, but then it ſhall ſharpen them. 

6 A worm neyer dying , a conſcience of fin : now fins are 
yeyled 
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veyled under the huke of delight , and appear nor fo foule, then 
ſhall they appear in their filthinefle , to the grief of the guilty : 
inthe fight of which they ſhall diſpleaſe thermfelyes , and refent 
without any profit. 

LORD, what contrarseiies ſeem to accord in the pumÞ-ment 
of thewicked to make them wretched * they ſee thee ard they ſee 
thee not : they ſee thy fron, and nat tl y face. They are cepri- 
ved of life, Jet they live: they are dead, et they endure , ard 
are ſenſible of miſery. The fire burns them yet conſumesthem 
rot :it flames , yet Lxves Bo light. A torrt4 darkneſſe OVer = 
ſpreads them , yet there 1s acler medinm to ſee themſelves mi- 
ſerable but can [eemathing whereby theymay behappy. 

And that which makes him fully miferableto {iter all theſe 
eternally , the greateſi puniſhment if ir may have a period may 
berter be endured, but fo great, and endlefle is the ſum of miſe- 
ry, It may well be noted for injuſtice , and tyranny in T ber, 
who would not be reconciled to the offendet : and loved-to re- 
ſerve men to torment. So that a guilty man dying ere hee came to 
therack, he cryes out, Carr#/;z hath eſcaped : and paſſing by the 
priſon, one entreating of him to haſten his puniſhmenr, hee made 
this reply, * Nonaum tecum in gratiam reati. 1 am not yet 
returned into fayour with thee. Go D is no Tiberins , no ty- 
rant, yet will-not bereconciledto theguilty ſoule, the reaſon is dife 
ferent. For {in being an offence againſt an infinite go00dnefſe, de- 
ſerves an infinite puniſhment, which man being not able to endure, 
muſt ſuffer ercroally. And again, the ſinner dying unrepenting 
fns eternally, and then it is juſtthat if man” fivs, G o » ſhould 


puniſh untoeternity. Who is it now that ſhall deeply conſider 


the blefſed departure and happy end of therighteous : and on the 
other ſide the deſperate death , and unhappy end of the wicked, 
but willconclude, that there was goodcaufe which did move Ba- 


laamthus to wiſh ? and who isnotready to joyn in requeſt with - 


him , that his laſt end may be hke the righteons man : What re- 
mains ſhak be to ſhew you, how oxr laſt end maybe like his. 

I Livethe life of the righieous, Reſt not in a bare wiſh as 
Balaam did, good defires are like good dreams, which vaniſh 
when: 
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when we awake, and come to nothing 2 and doe but deceive him 
chat trixfts in them, the worſt of men may wiſh ſo well unto them... 
ſelves, but 1 dare not promiſe them they ſhallſo obrein it. All 
would have the Crown, but they will not try the combat : they 
would haye the penny, bur they would not ſweat inthe vineyard ; 
they would wiſh the righteous mans death, but they wiltnor live 
the life of the righteous. ® For to dye well is happineſſe, to live 
well 1s labour : but one is not granted without the other, Eternity 
depends upon death : thatupen a good orbad life, onceto periſh 
isto periſh eternally. Þ Tphicr ates fayd it was a ſpeech unwore 
thy of an Emperour to ſay, [ had# trhought , how much more 
unworthy of a Chriſtian is itto ſay , I had not thought chere had 
been ſuch differevce between a holy and an unholy life. 1 had not 
thous ht that Erernity had depende-!u, on this momentany being, 
To all the advertiſements thou halt had before , take this at laſt, 
which I ſhall again repear : Upon a huly life der ends a good 
death, and upon chat Eternity, and if thouperiſheſtonce, thu 
periſheſt eternally. < Itis in thepower ofthis preſent life that that 
may be happy which is ever.aſting;for if thou leadeſt this preſent 
well, the turure cannot be miſerable : if thou feareft to die evill, 
feare to live evill, but feare rot;he cannot die evill who liverh 
well. Now as that is a goodand wel-ledlife , which js paſledin 
holinefle, and yercuous actions, that an evill one which is led in 
wickedneſle ; anſwerably the death js to be weighed from the 
forepaſſed act:ons of life, fo that if the life be led 1n a religious ob- 
ſervance of God his Law , i a holy obedience to his will, 'the 
death cannot be bad : for itisa tranſlation to unnmorrality. But 


| if otherwiſe, 1t 1s necef{ary it muſt be evill, for it cranſ{mits to 


etcrnallmiſery : how comfortably could a good old S:meon pray 
that hymne, and fing while he pray<d, Lord, now letteſt chou thy

man hath a being here, but onely the righteons man lives. We Gol Gudy i 
uſe to count our dayes, and number our years according to the (wu) tua igliv 
time We are On earth, Deceive not thy (elf whoever t ou art ? 8; « peTe 
Compute thou haſt onlylived thatday in which chou hafi denyed Doroth.doAr.

ners of the moſt of men, I may make the like demand , give me 
immortality : ifnature prompts them , or Religion hath better 
raught them that they are mortall 2. I makewy reply- with them 
to Alexander , why then- doe you live evill , letting looſe the 
reynes of all kinde of fin and wickednefle, as if you were immor. 
tall > as if you had no thought of death or eare of judgement. 
For if we weigh well the ations of the moſt, can we judge any 
otherwiſe of them ? for where is he who lives according tothe 
decorumot heayen ? whoſe praQtice ar{wers to thatholy faith, 
he would be accounted to make profefiion of > Philoſophy tels 
us, that naturally men defire the chieteſt good , eterna]ll happie 
neſle.Butallthis while Religion hath been preachedan the world, 
It cannot worke ſo much upon mens affections, as to win them to 
the right means of caining ofit, they would obtein the chiefe 
0d, yet they would not be good.

The righteouſneſſe of the 
righteous ſhall not deliver him in the day of hu tranſyreſſion, as for 
the wickedueſſe of the wick;d, hee ſhall not fall thereby inthe dy 
that hee turneth from his wickedneſſe : nexther (hall the righteous 
be able to live in the day that hee ſinneth , Exch. 33. 12. the 
like is to be read , Ezek. 18.21 22,24. Ill beginnings do 
not prejudice the true conyert , the benefit of good beginnings 
are forfeited through future failings. If we at laſt forfake Go D, 
and liftour ſelves in the Devils ſervice, it may be juſt with him 
thereto leaye us underhis power, 4 whoſe weare, while to him 
we yieldour ſelves, to have our reward from and with him.

2 A deathinfin, ſo we dye, yea, daily dye, and will not con- 
der it, The drunkard that drinks dewn iniquity, & fwils himſelf 
into the condition of a beaſt 2: thinks not that there 2s death im the 
por, 2 Kings 4. The luſtfull Wanton that awayts thetwylighr, and 
then flipsto his catrion , conſiders not that the harlots houſe u the 
way to hell, gring downtothe chambers of death, Proverbs 7.27.

ſee how men trifle away life, ſoul, ſalyation, and imbezle cternall 
bliſſe for a thing of nought. They dote upon and humour every 
vile affection, though totheir endlefle deftruEtion. Man drinkerh 
mniquity like water , Job 15.16. like hungry Rats that rayen 
down their own bane, wee thirſt, wee drink, wee dye. Again, 
for fin wee dye, that it is which Þath cauſed all thoſe ſorrows, 
and vexations, troubles, and infirmities ; hathbrovght all thar in- 
undationof evils that hath broken in upon mankinde.

ard let enmity ceaſe, Eccleſ.28.6.that which kils them utterly 
would kill them inſtantly, were it well applyed; death which 
ſhall deſtroy them with rhe body, the thought of it would ſoon 
dead them in the body, were it Geloms: Oh how ſedate, and 
peaceable would we be, were wechrifſtianly mortified, 
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3 It abates the feare of death. A fore-warning is a fore-armi 
againſt miſeries , he that acquaimts his thoughts with them 
before they come, is bgtter able to encure the ſhock, As Pal. 
Iadius reports of an Erewite, who. þeing neere his death was 
merry and cheerefull, his difciples about him trembled , ang 
movrning ſaid unto him : Doeſt thou luffer , and art nothing 
moved, and we butſuffer with theeand weepe ? to whom hee 
replyed, Iam quiet, becauſe I hayeoften walked this way by 
meditation, I haveoften dyed, foto new thing happens unto 
me. k The memory of death 1s a dailydeath, and he that dies 
daily, diesnot diſcontentedly : nothing betides him buy what 
he hath before thought , and he is well provided for it : hea 
knows how to dye before he dyes, and it naught amates him. 

2 TItquickens our prayers, as a ſpur to our devotion , the ſoule 
che more it isabſiracted from the body, the neerer it draws to 
God, and taking hear, and warmth as it were from that fountain

To conclude. Thinke on the death of the righteous, who lies 
down in peace 2 thereby puts an end to his fin, and to his miſery. 
Whoſe death is his birth day unto bleſſednefle, the. day when he 
receives a gracious reward of his well doings : his marriage day 
unto Chriſt, and union with God , thinke on his laſt end. Glory 
and honour, and immortallity, and eternall life , the crown of 
r'ghteouſneſſe, the kingdome of heayen , to be admitted to the 
inheritance of the Saints in glory, to belike the Angels, to fit 
down on Chriſfts right hand, and to reigne with him , to ſee the 
face of God in blifſe for eyer, andto beſatisfied with hislikeneſſe, 
is it poſſible theſe ſhould nor affect thee? if nor , let the death of 
the wicked affright thee, to ly down inſorrow , and to goe into 
the inwardchambers of death, where the crave ſhuts her mouth 
upon then, and have no reſt from theirtrouble and miſery , but ir 
is co them a beginning of torment, weigh their end, to be depri- 
yed of Gods favour, to be ejeted out of his preſence, to be given
